The Faithful 


One of the eight mares which Harry F. 
Guggenheim leased from the bejeweled 
broodmare band of John S. Phipps for 
their 1952 foals was a high-class runner 
with a lovely name—Be Faithful. Her 
*Djeddah foal of that year was a hand- 
some filly which Guggenheim named 
Lalun. We finally scored a zero for our 
memory. and after Lalun had won the 
Kentucky Oaks we asked the owner how 
he came by the name. 

“You remember Kipling’s poem With 
Scindia to Delhi” he began. We nodded 
vaguely: it was 20 years. maybe. since we 
had done anything with the Kipling set 
except to look for the $2 bill we once 
used for a bookmark. Back home after 
the Derby. we still couldn’t find it: we 
had forgotten how to spell Scindia. and 
had to ask Miss Irvine at the University 
of Kentucky library. She had the answer 
almost at once. 

“More than a hundred years ago.” says 
a note prefatory to the poem. “in a great 
battle fought near Delhi, an Indian prince 
rode fifty miles after the day was lost 
with a beggar-girl. who had loved him 
and followed him in all his camps, on his 
saddle bow. He lost the girl when almost 
within sight of safety... .” 

Yea, Delhi town was very near when Lalun whisper- 
ed:—"Slay! 

“Lord of my life. the mare sinks fast--stab deep 


and let me die!” 


But Scindia would not, and the maid tore free 
and flung away, 
And turning as she fell we heard the clattering 
Populzai. 


Then Scindia checked the gasping mare that rocked 
and groaned for breath, 
And wheeled to charge and plunged the knife 
a hands-breadth in her side— 
The hunter and the hunted know how that last 
pause is death— 
The blood had chilled about her heart, she 
reared and fell and died. 


Our Gods were kind. Before he heard the maiden’s 
piteous scream 
A log upon the Delhi road, beneath the mare he 
lay— 
Lost mistress and lost battle passed before him like 
a dream; 
The darkness closed about his eyes—I bore my 
King away. 


The Contest 


There are other ways of coming by a 
name for a filly. One of them is to name, 
and thus become owner of. the one given 
away by the Kentucky Club tobacco 
people. From the thousands of names sub- 
mitted by contestants the judges last year 
picked Fillequine. This year the Rippey 
—Delphi filly was won by a Cincinnatian 
whose suggestion was Delphidessa. (She 
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bucked her shins before her first start. at 
Churchill Downs.) 

Perhaps it is not out of line to suggest 
that the judges in this otherwise laudable 
enterprise should include a few persons 
whose taste for names is as good as their 
taste for tobacco. 


First Stretch 


Last winter Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe 
promised more “distance” racing at New 
York race tracks after May 1. Although 
Jamaica’s spring meeting didn’t fall with- 
in his deadline. we guessed that the 
disposition to program longer races might 


have shown up a little early. so we check- 


ed this year’s racing with last year’s. 

Kilroe had more races over a mile than 
had his predecessor. the late John B. 
Campbell. for the 1954 meeting. There 
were *20 racing days at Jamaica this 
vear. 21 last year. For 20 days in 1954 
there were 42 races at 14); miles or better. 
and there were 2 more on the last day. 
For the 20-day season this year there were 
53 races at 1;'; miles or better. 

The longest race this year was 11 miles. 
and there were 3 of these. The other 50 
were at 1;'; miles. On Thursday. April 21. 
Kilroe had 6 of 8 races at 1,4; miles. This 
was not distance racing, of course. but it 
sounded like the overture.

High Voltage’s Consolation

With the 3-year-olds on the road for 
the week and the routing members of the 
handicap division awaiting the coming 
Metropolitan and Suburban Handicaps. 
racing secretary and handicapper Jimmy 
Kilroe put his pen on the older horses 
adept at short distances. Before he was 
able to assign top weight to William 
Wickham’s White Skies, the fine 6-year- 
old broke a leg in an accident while 
training for the 7-furlong Roseben Handi- 
cap. 

In the absence of White Skies. Joe 
Jones assumed high weight of 126 pounds 
in Kilroe’s assessments, but the Stymie 
gelding declined to run. as did the second 
high-weight. Maine Chance Farm’s Jet 
Action. which was rated at 123 pounds. 
This left the Foxcatcher Farm’s Cheva- 
tion top among the 13 which went post- 
ward. the son of *Alibhai making his first 
start of the year under 122 pounds. 

There is suspicion here that the handi- 
capper probably wishes that Chevation 
had stayed in the barn. The colt could not 
get out of a gallop. trailed the field for 
the entire distance. and finished 10 lengths 
back of Woodley Lane Farms’ Red 
Hannigan. the winner. 

Red Hannigan got the nod from James 
Cox Brady’s Artismo in the last few 
strides of what was an exciting if not 
eventful race. The favored First Aid was 
only another half-length back. and Bobby 
Brocato. Cyclotron. and Duc de Fer follow- 
ed in that order. This is mentioned be- 
cause the entire race was between these 
6 horses. Cyclotron was the only one to 
join the issue late: the other 5 fought for 
the lead most of the way. Seventy yards 
from home it seemd that Artismo had 
regained his desire to win but the Brady 
colt was nipped at the wire. 

Trainer Bobby Dotter. walking through 
the paddock on his way back to the barn. 
was complimented on his horse’s showing 
by an elderly gentleman sitting on a 3- 
legged stool. 

“Maybe it’s the blinkers. Bobby. You 
might try to cut them down a bit. and 
maybe he will prefer seeing his opponents.

I know it worked with me and Gallant 
Fox.” 

Dotter agreed with Sunny Jim Fitz- 
simmons. who was waiting to view the 
televised proceedings at Churchill Downs. 
and intimated that this may be tried in 
future starts for Artismo. 

As Dotter went on his way the old 
gentleman called to him. “Beat them all. 
Bobby. Beat them all but me.” 

This was but one of many conversations 
Mr. Fitz had as his friends streamed by 
wishing him good luck in the approaching 
Derby. A few minutes later the stooped 
trainer folded his chair and headed for 
Marshall Cassidy’s office in the admin- 
istration building to watch the race. 

The story. of course. had no happy end- 
ing for Mr. Fitz. When photographers 
wanted him to take a handkerchief and 
pretend to be crying over the result Mr. 
Fitz made one of his rare balks: “Come 
on, boys. I’m not a bad loser.” 

Mr. Fitz said that his colt had run his 
race. that Swaps had run a faster one. As 
simple as that. 

One thing can be said for certain, how- 
ever: there never was a better horse to 
finish second. 


CONSOLATION. While Sunny Jim had 
to pass up the trip to Louisville because 
of a slight cold and the feeling that “I’ve 
done as much as I can with the big fellow, 
it’s his show from here on in.” the spright- 
ly trainer was witness to a good perform- 
ance by another member of his string of 
64. Wheatley Stable’s High Voltage won 
her 1955 stakes debut in the Acorn. 

Tops of her age and sex last year. High 
Voltage had been less effective this sea- 
sen. She wintered at Aqueduct and put 
some weight on her small. perfectly 
balanced frame. She was entered twice in 
Jamaica events. including the Prioress. but 
beth times the track got wet and she was 


scratched. Her name went in the box 


again at Belmont Park and. though the 
track again changed condition. her trainer 
felt that her debut could not be put off 
any longer. 

High Voltage did not run as well as 
wished. finishing fourth over the sloppy 
strip behind Gandharva. Sorceress. and 
Two Stars. Beaten 7 lengths. she obviously 
was not at her best. Looking at the time 
of the Acorn—1:38+5—it is possible that 
she still is not at her best. or even near it. 

Eddie Arearo., who celebrated his first 
working day in the last 3 weeks in the 
Acorn, said she was a “tired filly” at the 
end of the 8 furlongs. : 

The most definite excuse for losing in the 
Acorn must be awarded Courtesy, which 
finished fifth after running nearly a mile 
at different stages of the race from the rail 
to the outside fence and back again. 

High Voltage had a further assist from 
fortune. Arcaro kept her in the middle 
of the pack for half the journey. then 
made his run on the outside. Had he en- 
countered trouble the result might have 
been changed. but he did not and every- 
thing broke for him. Circling his field. 
he caught Sometime Thing at the eighth- 
pole. just as the Vanderbilt filly chose to 
glance to her left and notice a 7-furlong 
straightaway known as_ the 
Course.

The length of this strip is enough to 
make anybody take a second glance. but 
in this case Sometime Thing not only took 
the extra but tried to take it at a closer 
distance. To accomplish this she propped 
and jumped to her left for a closer in- 
spection. When Eric Guerin got her back 
to running again High Voltage was on 
even terms and was never worse from there 
on home.

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On the morning after the Kentucky 
Derby. artist Allen F. Brewer Jr. char- 
tered a plane in Lexington and flew to 
Louisville on the chance that he could 
get a better picture of Swaps (see cover) 
than anyone had managed in the confusion 
of the day before. 


He had no trouble finding where the 
celebrity was stabled. “because there 
must have been 35 or 40 Arizona cowboys 
standing around the place.” In front of 
the next barn was Rex Ellsworth, taking 
his first critical look at Nashua off the 
race track. Brewer asked if he might 
make a few conformation pictures of 
Swaps. and, after conferring with trainer 
Meshach (Mickey) Adams Tenney, Ells- 
worth had the colt led out. 

From his experience with high-strung 
horses in training. Brewer guessed he had 
better take his picture in a hurry. Swaps 
wouldn't stand for much delay. When the 
Derby winner struck a reasonably good 
pose, the photographer prepared to fire 
away. but Ellsworth said to wait a minute, 
the horse would stand better than that. 
Tenney moved to the colt’s side, put a 
fore leg into better place, pulled a hind leg 
out a little. 

“The horse stood in that position for 
18 minutes without moving a leg.” Brewer 
said. “The only thing he didn’t want to 
do was prick his ears. Darnedest thing you 
ever saw.” 

Nearly everyone who had anything to 
do with Swaps the 2 weeks he was in 
Louisville was impressed with the horse’s 
gentleness, patience. and good behavior. 
He worked when he was supposed to. 
clowned when he was allowed to, and re- 
laxed when he felt like it. In all. his 
bearing was that of a well trained. well 
conditioned athlete. 

The training, of course. was Tenney’s 
chore, and he made it a 24-hour task. A 
wiry. 47-year-old former cowhand. Tenney 
shipped to Louisville from California in 
the same boxcar that Swaps traveled in. 
At Churchill Downs he took a stall next 
to his horse’s, threw down his bedroll. 
and for 2 weeks rarely left the colt’s side. 
The only concession he made to luxury 
was the Saturday night of the Derby. 
when he slept on the foam-rubber seat of 
an automobile parked in front of the barn. 
“Get too comfortable and you can’t do 
a good job.” he said. 

Tenney got up any time between 3:30 
and 5 a.m., and he often had Swaps on 
the track by 6. Dressed in big-brimmed 
straw hat and cowboy boots with silver 
spurs, he and a lead pony would take 
Swaps out, watch him while he did his 
work, then walk him back to the barn 
where the colt would get sponged off and 
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turned into his stall to rest. There was 
no hour-leng. cooling-out process: the cool- 
ing out was done on the track. so that 
when Swaps was returned to the barn he 
was ready to be put away. 

Every effort was made to make the colt 
feel at home. and Tenney’s discipline 
never relaxed. For example. it is a rule 
with him that when his horses are in 
their stalls they are supposed to stay there. 
with no gawking around. If one of them 
puts a head out of the stall door and 
Tenney sees him, the horse gets a pop 
across his nose. 

As Determine’s trainer Willie Molter 
had done last year. Tenney brought with 
him enough feed for the colt during his 
stay in Louisville: chopped hay, one-third 
alfalfa and two-thirds timothy. sweetened 
with molasses; a grain mix of rolled oats. 
bran. kelp. worming powder. vitamins. 
minerals. and molasses: a light dessert of 
alfalfa hay. 

All of this feed was prepared in Ells- 
worth’s $250.000 push-button feed mill on 
his farm at Chino. and Tenney wouldn't 
be caught without it. 

“You can’t bu: feed like that any place.” 
said the trainer one morning as he scooped 
a handful to his nose. “And look at that

alfalfa. that’s sun-dried alfalfa grown on 
irrigated land. The best hay in the world.” 

Tenney never let Swaps graze on the 
grass in front of the barn. as most other 
conditioners were doing with their horses, 

Although many observers commented to 
Tenney on Swaps’ good manners, he in- 
sisted that Swaps wasn’t an_ especially 
“quiet” horse. lively and alert.” 
Tenney said. “Around race tracks they 
always seem to hold a horse like he was 
a maniac that didn’t know what was 
wanted when you tell him to stand.” 

An Ellsworth horse is held on a long 
shank. and the horse always is given the 
feel of the reins. loose on his withers, 
before an exercise boy drops off his back. 

Tenney believes that man should be 
friend to his horse, but he feels just as 
strongly that man must be the leader and 
that a horse which won’t do what you 
want isn’t worth much to you. He believes 
in gentleness, firmness. and rules to obey. 
Like children. horses are happier when 
they are disciplined. 

“We pamper our horses.” he said, “if 
you mean that good food, good care, and 
the right kind of exercise is pampering.” 


TO THE RACES. Swaps is a big colt 
-—16:1, at least—although not the “pic- 
ture horse” that Nashua is. He is a little 
lighter in the quarter than Nashua, but 
he has a good barrel and shoulders, and 
he is tall in proportion to his length, 
suggesting staying capacity. His ankles 
look a little rough, but not from scurf or 
the firing iron. “We use an ankle brace on 
him all the time.” said Ellsworth. “May- 
be we just got a little too enthusiastic 
rubbing it in.” 

Swaps went into the Derby with less 
racing behind him than any other starter. 
From May 20, 1954, at Hollywood Park 
to May 7 at Churchill Downs there were 
only 9 races for the colt. 

His first race. a 5-furlong dash for 
maidens. he won by 3 lengths over a field 
which included the favored Blue Ruler. 

In the Westchester Stakes on June 3 
he ran an even race and finished third to 
Back Hoe and Trentonian. A week later. 
in the June Juvenile Stakes, he moved 
from fourth in the last quarter and beat 
Trentonian by 214 lengths. Mr. Sullivan 
won the Haggin Stakes on June 22. Swaps 
finishing third after coming from far back 
in the field to get boxed in at the eighth- 
pole. 

The worst race of his career was in the 
Charles S. Howard Stakes on July 8, in 
which he ran last to the stretch and 
nanaged to beat only Bequeath, his run- 
ning-mate. After that one Tenney found 
that he had run the race with a tempera- 
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ture of 105 degrees. He sent the colt to 
the ranch for a rest. 

The rest lasted until December 30. when 
Tenney put him against 3 others in a 6- 
furlong allowance race at Santa Anita 
Park. He won by a nose. 

On January 19 Swaps met Trentonian 
again in the San Vicente Stakes at 7 fur- 
longs in the mud, and the Calumet colt 
again was favored. Swaps lay fifth in the 
8-horse field until mid-way in the back- 
stretch. caught the leaders on the turn, 
and won by a nose. 

In that race Swaps split the sole of his 
right fore foot, and the foot got sore. 
There was an infected spot “about the size 
of a dime.” which had to be opened. Ells- 
worth and Tenney. who do their own plat- 
ing and most of the doctoring. improvised 
a device which would take a heavy beat- 
ing but would keep foreign matter from 
working into the open foot. Tenney cut a 
piece from the leather used in the soles 
of women’s shoes, nailed it under the metal 
plate. Between the leather and the foot 
they packed lanolin and a sulfa drug. 
In addition to protecting the foot. “every 
time Swaps took a step the leather would 
drive the medicine into the foot.” When 
he got to the Derby nearly 4 months later 
Swaps still was wearing his shoe-sole. 

A month after his injury Swaps was put 
into the $100,000 Santa Anita Derby. and 
again he was overlooked in the betting. 
favoritism going to the entry of Jean’s Joe 
and Blue Ruler. The Ellsworth colt stayed 
third behind the leaders for 6 furlongs. 
then went ahead. Nearing the eighth-pole 
he got his first glimpse of a starting gate 
parked in the infield, and he shied away, 
drifting to the outside, but Johnny Long- 
den got him going again in time to win 
by a half-length. 

His first outing in Louisville. a 6-furlong 
dash on April 30, was the first time in 
his career that Swaps was favored. He 
won by 8'% lengths, in 1:101%. and Willie 
Shoemaker kept him going another quar- 
ter, finishing out the mile in 1:3615. (The 
Derby Trial of May 3 was timed officially 
in 1:38). 

Swaps’ final Derby workout had been 
scheduled Thursday, but Tenney postponed 
it until Friday because he wanted to work 
on the shee-sole again. The Friday work- 
out, while not as impressive as the pre- 
vious Saturday’s race, was quite satisfac- 
tery. Swaps “blew out” 5 furlongs in 
1:02°5. with fractions of :253$ and :50. 


THE RACE. On Derby Day Churchill 
Downs provides windows for preliminary 
betting on the big race. These close at 
2:40 p.m.. almost 2 hours before post 
time. and the money bet there determines 
the first odds shown the spectators. In 
the preliminary betting Swaps was a 9-5 
favorite. Nashua was second at 2-1, and

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The Ellsworths 


By J. A. Estes 


The first time I saw Rex Ellsworth 
1934. when he and one of his 
brothers—Reed., as I remember—was 
in Tom Cromwell’s office at The 
Blood-Horse, in search of a fast Thor- 
oughbred they could use for quarter 
racing and as a sire of Quarter Horses. 
They didn’t have much money. and 
were turned over to John Muth, who 
thrived on customers like that during 
the depression: he always had what a 
man wanted “right out here at the edge 
of town.” Through Muth they bought. 
from Harry Hart and the Swingalong 
Stud. a powerful. broken-winded gray 
sprinter named Silver Cord. which 
somebody. I learned later. had diag- 
nosed as having tuberculosis. a rare 
disease in the Thoroughbred. Silver 
Cord and his get moved them from 
quarter racing to Hollywood Park. 
Years later I looked up from my 
desk early one afternoon to find 3 tall. 
lean Ellsworths standing quietly. wait- 
ing for me to discover they were there. 


was in 


“Good gosh!” T said. without taking 
time to be civil. “Where’d you come 
from?” 

“Denver.” one of them answered. as 
politely as if I had asked a sensible 
question. 

“When did you leave Denver?” 

“Yesterday.” 

“By plane. of course.” (It’s 1,228 
miles from Denver to Lexington.) 


“No. we drove.” 

It takes a while to get used to the 
Ellsworths. After you’ve done it you 
begin to get a glimmer of how they 
manage to pass minor and major mira- 
cles as casually as they would mend a 
wire fence on an Arizona cattle ranch. 

Good Mormons all. they drink not. 
neither do they smoke. or gamble. or 
bear false witness. They don’t bear 
much witness of any kind except in 
laconic answer to questions. But they 
do not hesitate to take chances on their 
judgment of a horse on the hoof, and I 
do not know anybody whose judgment 
of a horse is more to be trusted than 
Rex Ellsworth’s. 

Sometime in September. 1946, Rex 
telephoned me and said. “I want you 
to go to Europe with me next week.” 
I couldn’t go to Europe—too busy. 
didn’t have a birth certificate. anyway. 
But somehow I went. with Rex and his 
delightful brother Heber. a personifica- 
tion of the cowpunching Southwest. 


During that trip. which resulted in the 
purchase of *Khaled in Ireland—* Nas- 
rullah was first choice, but at the time 
he could not be bought—I learned 
about the Ellsworths’ first trip to Lex 
ington in the fall of 1933, a fabulous 
expedition in a sputtery rented truck 
in which they returned to the ranch at 
Safford, Ariz.. with $600 worth of rain- 
drenched. sun-burned horses which had 
so many car-fits the truck had to be 
repaired every time they passed a lum- 
ber yard. That frightened load of 
horses ate the top off the cab of the 
truck and let the rain pour in night and 
day. but later they set the Ellsworths 
on their way to a quiet and persistent 
tenancy of the winner’s circle. 

I also learned something about Rex 
Ellsworth’s judgment of a horse. At 
Milan, Federico Tesio would offer noth- 
ing for sale, and Federico Regoli, 
trainer for the Razza del Soldo, spoke 
nothing but Italian. I had to be the 
interpreter, with such verbs, nouns, 
and counting as I could learn in 2 days. 
After Rex had bought Gladiolo, the 
best 3-year-old of the year, he was 
surprised when I mentioned the horse’s 
name again. 

“Was that Gladiolo I bought?” he 
asked. What with my Italian gibber- 
ish. he had become confused. and had 
taken the colt only because of the way 
he looked. He also picked out a fu- 
ture champion after sunset in a stall 
so dark I could see only the blurred 
outline of a horse. 


After the Kentucky Derby I had to 
start asking questions again. 

Would Ellsworth be coming to Lex- 
ington? No, he had to get right back. 
He'd always been present when *Khaled 
was bred. and the dam of Swaps was 
due to be bred while he was in Louis- 
ville. ‘Matter of fact.” he said, “I 
shouldn’t have left home.” 

Swaps had won like a genuine cham- 
pion-—long pause—hadn’t he? 

“Yes. but when that cloudburst came 
up right before the race (it had rained 
almost enough to wet a handkerchief), 
Tenney had to take his shoes off and 
put stickers on him.” 

No Preakness? No Preakness. “You 
see, that way. we’d have to split the 
stable. But he’s in the American 


Derby: we'll be there. . . . Mr. Wood- 
ward came to me after the race. said 
maybe he'd send Nashua to California 
if Vd be interested in a match race. 
I told him to come on.” ;

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OBITUARY 


Robert Hyatt McDaniel 


Robert Hyatt McDaniel. America’s lead- 
ing trainer for each of the last 5 years. 
jumped to his death from the San 
Francisco Bay Bridge on May 5. Mr. Me- 
Daniel. 44. was driving from Golden Gate 
Fields to his home in San Mateo when he 
stopped his car on the bridge walked to 
the rail, and jumped to the bay hundreds 
of feet below. 

No suicide note was found by police. 
The only reason offered by his friends 
was that he had been suffering from 
stomach ulcers. 

A son of a dairy farmer in Enumdaw. 
Wash., Mr. McDaniel entered racing as a 
jockey. He rode his first winner in 1926 
at Victoria, B. C., and he continued to 
ride until 1929, when he broke a leg in a 
spill. For the next 3 years he trained a 
small stable at the Caliente track in 
Mexico for George Slater, of Vancouver. 
B. C. After Slater sold his stable. Mr. 
McDaniel worked as a jockey’s agent and 
as a yearling trainer at Rancho San Luis 
Rey before he returned to training as a 
full-time job in 1938. 

The McDaniel stable was small until 
after World War II. In 1946, he began 
to accumulate clients, and he soon had 
one of the largest public stables in the 
U. S. He showed a remarkable ability to 
make stakes horses from claiimng horses. 
His first stakes winner, Stitch Again. 
which earned $97,000 and was beaten a 
nose in the Santa Anita Handicap. was 
claimed for $5,000. Blue Reading, which 
won almost $200,000, was claimed for $6.- 
500. Stranglehold, which has _ earned 
approximately $275,000, cost $7.500. 

Mr. McDaniel was one of the first to 
recognize Willie Shoemaker’s ability. and 
Shoemaker did most of his early riding 
on McDaniel horses. The trainer once said, 
“If there is any formula for my success. 
it has been due to studying the conditions 
of races, running my horses where they 
belong, and riding Willie Shoemaker.” 

In 1950 he led American trainers with 
156 wins. His total increased each year 
until 1953, when he saddled 211 winners. 
the first time anyone had saddled more 
than 200 winners in one year. Last year 
he had 206 winners, and he was the na- 
tion’s leading trainer to date this year. 

At the time of his death there were 60 
horses in the McDaniel stable. including 
*Poona II, winner of the 1955 Santa Anita 
Handicap. Sam Swartzberg, agent for the 
stable, took charge temporarily. and he 
saddled *Poona II for the $50.000 Golden 
Gate Handicap on May 7. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Evelyn 
McDaniel: a son, Terry Lee McDaniel. 5: 
and a daughter. Carole Ann McDaniel. 4. 
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Richard M. Kleberg 


Richard M. Kleberg. one of the owners 
of King Ranch. died Sunday night. May 8. 
of a heart attack in a motel at Hot Springs. 
Ark. The 68-year-old former congressman 
had flown to the resort community Friday 
night for a rest. 

A grandson of the late Richard King. 
founder of the 1.250.000-acre ranch. Mr. 
Kleberg learned the mammoth enterprise 
of cattle. oil. cotton. and Thoroughbred 
horses from the bottom up. starting as a 
cowhand and working up in 1911 to fore- 
man. Until he went to Washington in 1931 
he was manager of the entire estate. 

He and his brother. Robert J. Kleberg. 
were instrumental in the development of 
the port of Corpus Christi. Together they 
expanded the ranch from 940.000 acres to 
its present size. developed the Santa 
Gertrudis cattle. opened large ranches in 
Cuba and Australia. and made a big mark 
in Thoroughbred breeding. Among the 
most prominent horses run by King Ranch: 
Assault. Middleground. Stymie. High Gun. 

Mr. Kleberg was a leader in cotton and 
cattle organizations. and. although he 
opposed Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1944 
and Harry Truman in 1948. he wrote some 
of the earliest New Deal farm legislation. 

He was a close friend of the late Will 
Rogers. and when he first was elected to 
the House of Representatives a mutual 
friend wired Rogers: “Sleep easy. Will: 
your cowboy is going to Congress.” 

Mr. Kleberg is survived by his wife: a 
son. Richard M. Kleberg Jr.: and_ his 


brother.

the Cain Hoy entry was third at 7-2. 
Summer Tan was 7-1. 

No one expected Swaps to be the post- 
time favorite—and he wasn’t—but the odds 
never approached the morning line. which 
had quoted Nashua at 4-5. Summer Tan 
at 2-1. Swans at 5-1. The lowest Nashua 
sot was 6-5: the highest Swaps got was 
5-2. Summer Tan stayed at 5-1 until 2 
minutes before post-time, when he dropped 
to 9-2. At off-time Nashua was 13-10: 


Swaps. 28-10; Summer Tan, 49-10. Bet- 
ting on the Derby reached $1.677.178. a 
new record. The previous high was $1,- 
565.901 in 1952. 

There was no delay at the starting gate, 
no jam leaving it. Trim Destiny. coming 
from post-position 6, moved to the rail 
in the first furlong. and held a small lead 
over Swaps as the field went by the stands 
for the first time. Nashua was third. about 
3 lengths off the pace. The time for the 
first quarter was :2355. 

On the first turn Swaps moved a length 
ahead of Trim Destiny. Two lengths back 
was Nashua, a length ahead of Summer 
Tan. and the others were strung. out. 
Swaps ran the half-mile in :4724, 

As the field neared the half-mile pole, 
Nashua disposed of Trim Destiny. and 
went to within 114 lengths of the leader. 
The third quarter. run in 25 seconds. was 
the slowest of the race. Eric Guerin, mean- 
while. had driven Summer Tan closer. and 
he now was at Nashua’s flank. 

On the far turn Nashua made his move. 
He drove to Swaps’ head with about 214 
furlongs to go: but Shoemaker asked 
Swaps for speed. and the California colt 
began pulling away again. At the quarter- 
pole he was more than half a length in 
front. The fourth quarter was done in 
:2485. the mile in 1:37. Summer Tan was 
dropping back. and the 2 leaders had the 
race to themselves. 

Under Arcaro’s stinging whip Nashua, 
with one furlong to go. made one more 
attempt. but Shoemaker. riding only with 
his hands. shook his colt. and the distance 
between the 2 leaders gradually widened. 
At the finish—fifth quarter in :2445, 114 
miles in 2:0144—Swaps had 11% lengths 
to spare. and he was pulling away. 

No excuses were made. Eddie Arcaro 
summed it all up: “Our only excuse was 
Swaps.” 

Swaps was the fifth colt to win the 
Derby in less than 2:02. Twenty Grand 
did it in 2:0144. Whirlaway in 2:01, 
Middleground in 2:01°5. and Hill Gail in 
2:0134. 

The Derby had found Nashua apparently 
at his best. but not good enough for 
Swaps. the first Kentucky Derby winner 
both bred and owned in California. the 
first bred there since Morvich. 

Swaps was magnificent. but even before 
the Derby Mickey Tenney was talking 
about the colt’s 2-year-old brother Like 
Magic. “Might be better than Swaps.” he 
said. 

Like Magic is a big colt. bigger than 
Swaps. and the stable is going slowly with 
him. Tenney said. There is a lot he and 
Ellsworth still have to teach him.

The Derby Trial was not,as significant as usual 
this year: the Derby favorites, Nashua, Summer 
Tan, and Swaps, were missing from the field. Of 
the 9 which ran only Jean’s Joe, favored at 13-10, 
and Flying Fury, second choice at 29-10, were 
considered contenders for the bigger race. 

Royal Mon and Jett Flame set the pace until 
the stretch, where both dropped back. Nabesna, 
another outsider, took the lead, but Jean’s Joe 
passed him with a furlong to go.

The Patience of Oscar White 
Nets 2 Stakes after 2 Years

As anchor man on the Walter M. Jef- 
fords relay team. Subahdar made off with 
first money in the $15.000-added Laurel 
Handicap and helped the stable to money- 
winning honors at the 18-day Laurel meet- 
ing. A week earlier the Jeffords home- 
bred Tahiti easily had won the Maryland 
Sprint Handicap. 

Subahdar’s task was considerably more 
difficult than his stablemate’s. but he 
accomplished it in workmanlike fashion. 
Top-weighted with 124 pounds. he gave 
from 10 to 17 pounds to 7 rivals and ran 
the 1,4; miles in 1:43. only a tick off the 
course standard set by Golden Bull 5 years 
ago. 

As the 13-to-10 choice. Subahdar was 
restrained off the early pace of Pointing 
Star and Abbezac. made his move between 
turns. and took over as the field straighten- 
ed in the stretch. Bad Conduct. from the 
Willowbrook Stable of H. Dorsey Shipley. 
made a run at him through the final fur- 
long but never got closer than 2 lengths. 
Mrs. J. V. Stewart’s Rustic Billy. which 
momentarily seized the lead at the top of 
the home lane. faded to third while Bas- 


sanio came on for fourth money after 
getting off poorly and racing outside 


most of the way. . 

The Laurel was Subahdar’s first stakes 
win in 4 seasons of campaigning. Worth 
$11.875. it boosted his earnings to $50.450. 
He now has won 5 of 18 starts. has been 
second 4 times. and twice third. Last vear 
the gelded son of Alsab managed to win 
only an allowance event at Delaware. but 
he ran second to High Gun in the Man- 
hattan Handicap and to Helioscope in the 


Oscar WHITE 


Trenton Handicap and third to Social Out- 
cast and Bicarb in the Gallant Fox. A 
victory in an allowance race which tight- 
ened him for his Laurel engagement was 
his one previous start this season. 


INJURIES. Subahdar’s name is Indian. 
It is the title for the governor of an 
Indian province and of the ranking native 
officer of a native company in the British 
Army. Subahdar races in Mrs. Jeffords’ 
colors. Tahiti performs in the silks of Mr. 
Jeffords. Both horses are 5-year-old geld- 
ings whose careers have been strikingly 
similar. 

While Subahdar has won 5 of 18 starts, 
Tahiti shows 6 for 20. They were cut out 
to be good race horses. but after flashing 
promise at 2 each rendered hors de combat 
in his 3-year-old year. Before Tahiti enter- 
ed his second season of campaigning he 
struck a “dog” while exercising on an off 
track. and chipped a bone in his hock. 
He was out for the remainder of the year. 
Subahdar cracked a sesamoid after win- 
ning his only start as a 3-year-old. 

Patient and methodical Oscar White has 
trained the Jeffords horses for the past 
15 years. He makes his home in Pitts- 
ville on the eastern shore of Maryland, 
17 miles from the Jeffords’ winter quarters 
at Glen Riddle Farm. Berlin. He shipped 
his 22-horse string to Belmont after the 
close of the Laurel session. 

Tony DeSpirito. America’s leading rider 
in 1952. when he had 390 winners. signed 
as contract jockey for the Jeffords stable 
in mid-March. On coming to Maryland 
he made a big splash with local fans and 
wound up the Laurel session with 20 win- 
ners. 3 behind Bill Hartack. who departed 
for Garden State before the meeting was 
over. DeSpirito rode the winners of 3 of 
Laurel’s 4 spring stakes. On opening day 
he was aboard S. D. Gottlieb’s First Served 
in the Capitol Handicap. Later he guided 
Tahiti and Subahdar to their triumphs. 


RECESSION. Only 15.002 fans. smallest 
Saturday crowd of the Maryland season, 
witnessed the 42nd running of the Laurel, 
the track’s oldest stakes. The small turn- 
out on closing day. attributed to opposi- 
tion from Garden State and televising of 
the Derby. was a keen disappointment to 
Laurel officials. Seven beaten favorites 
the night before at nearby Rosecroft Race- 
way didn’t help the mutuels pool. either. 

Both crowds and betting were approxi- 
mately 15 pér cent off averages posted at 
last spring’s record meeting.

raced only once at 2. had won at New- 
bury: Sun Path had finished second to a 
well fancied colt in the Column Produce 
Stakes. 

Best of the field. on 2-year-old form. 
were Cross Currents. second-best Irish 


filly: Reinata. fifth of her sex in France’s 
Handicap Optional: and 4 of the top 6 
fillies in the English Free Handicap. 
Bride Elect, Aberlady. Precast and Meld. 
It was the last of these which started 
favorite. Meld had finished second in the 
Newmarket Foal Stakes and won the Quy 
Maiden Stakes in her only starts last 
year. but she had done tremendously good 
work at home. and everybody knew it. She 
was 11 to 4 at post time. 

Meld was off in the lead. but at half- 
way was steadied. leaving Blue Robe in 
front of a bunched field. About 400 yards 
from the post the contest was between 
these 2 and Reinata and Aberlady. with 
Feria moving up from the rear. Reinata. 
which was amiss. soon faltered. and Meld 
took a decisive lead in the last 50 yards.

SCHWARZGOLD-RENNEN, Germany’s 
equivalent of the One Thousand Guineas, 
the Schwarzgold-Rennen. one mile. 11.000 
D. M. to the winner. at Duesseldorf May 
1. was expected to be an easy task for 
Scheherazade (Ticino—Schwarzblaurot, by 
Magnat), which had been ranked as the 
second-best filly at 2 last year. 4 pounds 
below Sapala. another daughter of Ticino. 
She had run 5 times at 2, winning once. 
finishing 3 times third. once fourth. and 
in her last start of the year had been a 
very good third to the colts Macbeth and 
Koenig Ottokar in the Preis des Winter- 
favoriten. 

In the Sport-Welt ranking of the 2-year- 
old fillies. the next-highest weights were 
assigned Kaiserkrone —(Nebelwerfer— 
Kaiserwurde, by Bubbles), 5 pounds below 
Scheherazade: Silver City —(Ticino— 
Sabine. by Oleander). 7 pounds; and 
Firenze (Figaro—Friedrichsdorf, by *Ath- 
anasius). 8 pounds. 

Silver City. winner of her first start 
at 2. was a good third behind Scheheraz- 
ade in her second start, at Duesseldorf, 
and a moderate fourth in her third and 
last start of 1954. at Muelheim. This year 
she had won easily at Cologne, over a 
mile. with Kaiserkrone second. Firenze 
had won 3 of her 5 races last year. in good 
company.

Hafiz. which in 2 
starts last year had run second and first, 
and had taken the Prix de Guiche in his 
first start this year. is by a Grand Prix 
de Paris winner out of an Are de Triomphe 
second. 

The Prix Jean Prat for 3-year-olds. 114 
miles. at Longchamp April 24. brought 
eut Shikar and Walhalla. ranked fourth 
and fifth in Handicap Optional. for their 
first start at 3, and they were opposed by 
Jean Stern’s  Fauchelevent —(Nosca— 
Fantine. by Fantastic), which had won 
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PreRRE WERTHEIMER’S Vimy, Prix WINNER 


his first race this year in March. Fauche- 
levent made all the running and won by 
4 lengths from Champagne (Birthday 
Greetings—Douane. by Portlaw). Shikar 
(Souverain—Mehmany. by Mieuxce) was 
third, 2 lengths farther back. Walhalla 
never got out of last place. 

The best showing of the season was 
made by Pierre Wertheimer’s Chingacgook 
(Tourment—La Chipotte. by Porphyros) 
in the one-mile Prix St. James at Long- 
champ April 24. Chingacgook had a stable- 
mate which made the running until the 
Sayani colt Cato, a recent winner, took 
over the lead at the turn into the straight. 
The Tourment colt, in a few beautiful 
strides. overtook Cato, to which he was 
conceding 7 pounds, and won by three- 
quarters of a length.

The Prix de Esperance. 1%, miles, at 
Longchamp May 1. first trial for 3-year- 
old stayers. fell to Mercier’s Malar 
(Sunny Boy—Miete. by Maravedis), which 
stormed past the leaders in the straight 
to win by three parts of a length from 
the favorite. Francois Dupre’s Polar 
(Arbar—Polissone, by Jock). Third was 
the Caracalla colt Corybante. 

A more important feature of the May 1 
program at Longchamp was the Prix 
Noailles. 1%, miles, 5.256.930 franes to 
the winner, second of the French produce 
stakes. Pierre Wertheimer’s Vimy (Wild 
Risk—Mimi, by Black Devil) took the 
lead in the straight and went on un- 
challenged, winning by 4 lengths from 
Aly Khan’s Zinosca (Nosca—Zina, by 
Mirza). which passed the favorite. Baron 
Guy de Rothschild’s Beignet, in the last 
few strides. Chigacgook had such ugly legs 
that he was not entered in the Prix du 
Jockey Club. so that M. Wertheimer’s 
representative in the French Derby will 
be Vimy. a colt of lesser class. 


RIBOT. In the Free Handicap apprais- 
ing the best 2-year-olds of 1954 in Italy, 
Ribot  (Tenerani—Romanella. by El 
Greco) stood at the top. with Gail (Aristeo 
—Gaia. by El Greco) only a pound below 
him. Each colt had won his first start in 
1955. and they met April 17 in the 114- 
mile Premio Emanuele Filiberto at Milan. 
Ribot was accompanied by Derain (Tene- 
rani—Daniela da Volterra. by Cameron- 
ian) and Gail by the filly Chiadina. 

First Derain. then Chiadina. made the 
pace, but in the straight there was no 
contest. Ribot moved out to win by 10 
lengths. with Gail second. The performance 
confirmed the winner’s place as the best 
of his year. and it is hoped that he will be 
tested in some of the international races.
